Calles Says \fexico 
Does 
No! 
Allow Intervention in Do­ 
mestic Affairs; Note 
Is Threat. 


Washington, June 15.— Mexico does 
not accord to any foreign country the 
right to intervene in any form in her 
domestic affairs, President Calles de­ 
clared in a statement given out at the 
Mexican Embassy here Sunday. 
The 
statement of the Mexican executive 
vas in reply to Secretary Kellogg’s 
warning of Friday in which he said 
this government would continue to 
support the government 
in 
Mexico 
only so long as it protects American 
lives and American lights and com­ 
plies with its international engage­ 
ments ami obligations. 
“If the government of Mexico, ms 
affirmed, ,is now on trial before the 
world,” 
President 
Calles 
declared, 
“such is the case with the govern­ 
ment of the United States as well as 
ill those of other countries. 
But if 
it is to be understood that Mexico is 
on trial in tty? guise of a defendant, 
my 
Government 
absolutely 
reject* 
with energy such imputation which in 
essence would mean only an insult.” 
Conscious of Obligations 
President Calles declared that his 
government was conscious of the obli­ 
gations imposed by international law 
and that it is determined to comply 
with them. 
Although it was not re­ 
quired by international law to do so, 
he said, Mexico has undertaken con­ 
ventions with several countries for the 
establishment of joint commissions to 
consider damages suffered during polit­ 
ical upheavals; in addition, he point­ 
ed out, his government had entered a 
convention wit ii the United States to 
adjust claims of citizens of both coun­ 
tries, one against the other. 
“Therefore,” he said, “so long as 
the aforesaid commissions do not ad­ 
just the cases submitted to their de­ 
cision, it is irrelevant to charge Mexi­ 
co with failure to protect American 
interests in violation of her interna­ 
tional obligations.”

D epartment of Health 
is

this week by Dr. H. B. Wood, bureau 
of communicable 
diseases. 
Doctor 
W’ood says: 
“ Parents are developing a public 
health attitude. 
The control of con­ 
tagious diseases is attracting a very 
real interest among the parents of 
Pennsylvania. 
The 
value 
of 
co­ 
operating with the local health of­ 
ficers in checking the spread of con­ 
trollable illness has been dem onstrated 
to them many times. 
People 
are 
realizing that every 
case 
of 
con­ 
tagious disease placed under effective 
isolation definitely decreases sickness 
in their own families, as well as in 
the community at large. 
Any 
un­ 
checked infection quickly spreads and 
attacks the susceptibles 
within 
its 
reach. 
Appreciating 
this* 
parents 
more and more are notifying health 
officers of the location of unquaran­ 
tined cases of disease. 
“ Parents also realize the value of 
protecting their neighbors by prevent­ 
ing the spread of infection from their 
own households. 
Consequently they 
are reporting cases in their own fam ­ 
ilies direct to the health officers. 
No 
city can have effective control over 
its contagious diseases unless all par­ 
ents cooperate with their respective 
local health departm ents. 
In 
Wil­ 
liamsport and Bradford, as in some 
other Pennsylvania cities, nearly one- 
half the cases of contagious diseases 
are reported to the local health board 
by the parents themselves; 
this 
is 
done even though a physician is not 
in attendance. 
Such cooperation is 
one of the great 
factors in 
making 
effective the control 
of preventable 
disease. 
It directly results in fewer 
quarantines, less expense, less illness 
and saves the lives of m any children. 
“The value of vaccines is also re ­ 
ceiving more recognition from p ar­ 
ents; they are becoming not only will­ 
ing hut anxious to have their children 
protected against 
disease 
by 
this 
method. 
“The use of toxin-antitoxin to pro­ 
tect children against diphtheria is now 
accepted 
by 
Pennsylvania 
parents 
almost as a necessity; especially is 
this the case where cam paigns have 
been inaugurated 
by the 
state and 
local health authorities. 
As to small­ 
pox, it is a great mistake 
to 
limit 
vaccination to children of school age 
only. 
Frequently little unvaccinated 
children are victims of this malady. 
No cixiid is too young to he vaccinated.
